I had last month a visit from J 
R , one of our voung pupils in the 
K——— district, aged only 12 years, 
who, having suffered persecution in 
various places for his attachment to 
the New Testament, came to me for 
protection and instruction. IL had uo 
leisure to attend to him for the first 
three days after his arrival, and had 
therefore to content myself with notic- 
ing, before retiring torest,in my mem- 
erandum book, the substance of what 
Mrs. said were her conversations 
with him. She enquired why his fel- 
low-servants used him ill? He replied, 
“Because I did not goto mass, or pray 
as they prayed.” “ What ohjection 
had you to the mass?” “ Because it is 
contrary to the word of God. They 
worship what the Priest holds in his 

rands. ‘T'hey worship images, angels, 
and saints ; and all this is forbidden in 
God’s word. God only is to be wor- 
shipped, and there is but one media- 
tor!” Why, at this rate, you must 
conclude that no Catholic can be sav- 
ed °” “ There is no salvation but in 
Jesus Christ, and through believing in 
him; and the Catholics have many 
Other saviours who are no saviours.” 

Then think you that all Protestants 
will be saved?” “ All of them will who 
believe in Jesus Christ, but without be- 
heving in him they are as il! off as the 
Papists.” Will not geod works save 
all who do them?” “ Where are they ? 

I never knew any person who had done 
any good works that God could save 
for; no, there are none in the world 
whocan save themselves.” Shethenin- 
terrogated him.on the origin of his re- 











ligious Change, and other particulars 
respecting himself, which I forbear to 
mention in order, as | shall now brief- 
ly note his history 

He is an only son. His father and 
mother are both living, and are not 
the most destitute in worldly civcum- 
stances, but are rather comfortable. 
He had been sent to our Schools in

scarcely speak we beng lish. 
reads and speaks the English very In- 
telligibly, though with the ‘wond coun- 
try pronunciation, or what we call 
brogue. He writes tolerably, and has 
learned Arithmetic. On the whole, 
the proficiency he has made manifests 
a good capacity in himself and hon- 
est attentiou- onthe part of the Mas- 
ter. What R—— excels in is, how- 
ever, reading the Irish. In this he is 
equal to any of our Irish teachers, or 
Masters; andi was told by those who 
understand the language, and have 
heard him read, that the way in which 
he reads the Irish Testament is most 
satisfactory. He anne d= that 
when he was at Mr. -’s, he com- 
pared a Popish wn he had, 
and sermons of Dr. G——, in Irish, 
which he also had, with his ‘Testa 
ment, and thus proved the errors im 
the two former.

commenced writing, of whom I en- 
quired, (as he lived in the neighbour- 
hood, and had heard much about him,» 
States, that it was in consequence o1 
persecution he went to service to Mr.

Recollecting that in the last cen 
versation we hi ad when he called for 
part of his growing stipend, I deliver- 
ed mv sentiments on the awful mistake 
l esteemed bim under with respect to 
his situation in the sight of God, and 
that he did not seem pleased with those 
sentiments: when he called this time 
} resumed the conversation, with a 
view [o iMpres son him the conviction 
that what ihad then offered was acreec- 
able to that word which will be the 
standard of judgment en the great 


dav. Hemade-use of the recollection 
le had ofa number of Scriptures to 
make the best defence he could; but 
in the course of the debate something 
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was observed which scemed to make 
a great impression on his mind, and 
he became silent. Perceiving that-it 
was not the silence of indifierence, but 
of anxiety, I proceeded, and after 
some time, with deep earnestness he 
proposed queries which indicated 
strong impressions of the importance 
of the subject we were on. Our con- 
versation, I think, could net be for a 
less time than two hours, and before 
we parted I entertained ihe strongest 
assurance in my own mind, that He 
who commanded the light to shine 
out of darkness had shined inio his 
heart, and bad given him in a degree, 
ihe light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God as it shines in the face of our 
Lord. Since this, he has been with 
me frequently, as the distance is no 
more than four miles: he is regular in 
his attendance at public worship on 
the Lord’s day, and, as far as I can 
judge, gives every evidence of the 
Christian character. 

M H , the young man I 
have taken as an assistant, was a 
Catholic, and one ofa very bigoted 
cast, having little to recommend ane 
but th ithe wrote a good hand, it is 
probable, nay certain, thatif I por 
have obtained another at that time, 
{ should not have employed him. 
‘The inconsistency and apparent mark- 
ed wnpropriety of making an enemy 
to the cause, my secretary, introducing 
as it were the Priests and Friars, our 
most determined opposers, inte my 
counsels, through the medium of a 
person, inall things implicitly devoted 
to their service,—was an error that 
I cannot account for my falling inte 
on any other ground than the over- 
ruling providence of Him who is won- 
derful in counsel. However, at the 
time it appeared to be the work of ne- 
cessity ; as IT could no longer obtain 
the attendance of one, who had 
occasionally assisted me. The work 
increased, and I found the full attend- 
ance of an assistant was indispensable. 
I tried many of our young men, and 
although they had some acquaintance 
with the business, their deficiency, in 
point of writing, rendered the employ- 
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ing of them perfectly ineligible. 1 
therefore e: muploye du ,and tools 
hin to reside in my house, as his at- 
tendance late and early was necess:- 
rv. While initiating into the 
ledge of the business of my oy his 
ears were assailed, without intermis- 
sion, wit's every thing that was hostile 
to his principles, and most repugnant 
to his feelings; the effect of which on 
his countenance was very apparent 
The arrival of the Masters wasalmast 
inseparable from narrations of the ho 

tility of the Priests. Every day he 
witnessed the friendly reception of 
those he esteemed apostates from the 
faith: and, when not in my presence, 
he could but ill conceal the abhor- 
rence in which he held them. He 
heard no subject conversed upon but 
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religion, and that of a description 
which he esteemed most heretical and 
pernicious. When L reflect upon all 
this, his continwance with me was as 
extraordinary as my taking him into 
my employment at the first; but, as 
that was a work of necessity, so was 
the other; for he was little more than 
a quarter ofa year in the employment 
when he sought to be liberated, and 
applied to the commanding oflicer 
here, without my knowledge, to obtaiir 
the situation of Resimenta! Schoo! 
Master, which at that time was va- 
cant; and as his writing pleased the 
commanding oflicer, nothing stood i 

the way of his being employed but 
receiving acharacterfrom me. When 
the person, whocalled on me for this 
purpose, came to understand that he 
was a Roman Catholic, the negocin- 
tion was atanend. He was forced 
to continue with me from the same 
cause that then obliged me to permit. 
it. Things couvtinued in this way fo: 
the second quarter and longer. He 


became expert In settling with th: 
Masters according to the regulations 
was quick in detecting any error 


committed by the Inspectors in their 
returns, and made very accurately 
the necessary entries in the books, and 
was useful in every respect but copy- 
ing my letters, which I saw, in his 


then state of mind, it would be alte 
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gether improper to trust him with; 
and for this reason J have had no let- 
ters copied, -arlier than last Septem- 
ber; at which time I had good reason 
to conclude that a stronger than the 
strong man armed had gained pos- 
session of his heart. Though for some 
time back Lhave entertained no doubt 
as to the reality of the change which 
he has hap pily been the subject of, I 
still deferred mentioning it lest I should 
possibly have been too sanguine in 
my expectations; but for these two 
or three months past [had no other: 
reason for deferring it than mv wish 
to reserve it for the close of the vear. 

Having some time since communi- 
eated to me his wish of joining the 
chureh, L desired him to give me a 
written account of his chance. This 
fhiave made him transcribe. and as 
1 enclose tiat this time, [ dismiss the 
subject with observing. that when ne- 
cessary he may he empléved as an 
Inspector, ifany district should be for- 
med in a part of the > kingdom which 
requires one perfectiv acquainted with 
the regulations in nf their bearings: 
or should an agent be requisite in an- 
other extvemily of the kingdom, of 
whoin it would be required to act in 
allrespeetsas bdo, he might be em- 
ployec te act under such a one with 
erentacvantage to the person em- 
povec, and ta the Seciety.

School has increased to 54, average 
attendance 47. In this School not on- 
ly had the Testament boys on the So. 
ciety’s s list committed the Ser iptures to 
memory, but several other childien 
brought Testaments and repeated 
their lessons. In these Schools not a 
single Protestant is to be found, and I 
he lieve not one lives in either of the 
villages, which shews the necessity 
and the importance of the Society’s 
Schools: and as the children take 
home their Testaments to learn their 
lessons in the presence of their pa- 
rents,and frequently the parentsccome 
initothe School while Lam engaged in 


examining the children in their tasks, 


who can tell what benefit may be ceri- 
ved both by parents and children from 
the precious truths of God’s word!

BAPTIST MISSION IN INDIA. 


From the Baptist Magazine, ( London.) 

We extract the following pleasing’ 
testiipnony to the chrracter and con- 
duct of one of our missienaries in the 
inst. from an interesting work, entit- 
led, “Sketches of India,” just publish- 
ed by Messrs. Black and Co. and 
whieh is curre ‘ntly ascribed to a gen- 
tleman of no less eminence than Dr. 
Ainslie. 

“During the greater part of this 
fair. (at Hurdwar.) which lasted near- 
ly three weeks, a Baptist missionary, 
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(Mr. Chamberlain,) in the service of 
her Highness the Beguin Sumroo, at- 
tended, and from an Hiudostanee 
trauslation of the scriptures read dai- 
ly acousijerable poruon. His kuow- 
ledge of the language was that of an 
ac cou plishe dnative; his delivery un- 
pressive, and his whoe manner par- 
took much of mildness and beniguily, 
In fine, be was such as all who under- 
take the arduous and painful duties 
ofa missionary should be, 
no 'anguage, which could in any way 
injure the sacred service he was em- 
ployed in, escaped his lips. dlaving 
finished his allotted portion, on every 
partof which he commented and ex- 
pained, he recited a short prayer, 
and conclu tded the even ing by be StuWw- 
ing his blessing on all asse unbied. At 
first, as may be expected, his audit- 
ers were few; a pretty convincing 
proof, when sixty thousand peopie 
weie collected, thatit was not through 
mere curiosity they subsequeutly i- 
creased. For the first four or five 
days, he was not surrounded by more 
than as many hundred Hindoos; in 
ten days (for Tregularly attended) his 
congr egation had increased to as ma- 
ny thousands. From this time, unti! 
the conclusiou of the fair, they varied ; 
but never, on a rude guess, [ should 
fancy, fell below eight thousand.— 
They sat around, and listened with an 
attention which vould have reflected 
erediton a Cliristian audience. On 
the missionary retiring, they -every 
evening cheered him home, with 
* May the Padre (or priest) live for 

ever!’

of people were computed to have been 
assembled, and whither Brahmins, 
from far and near, had considered it 
their duty to repair.

the gilt. Sebuk-rawa is indefatt ' 
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as an itinerant in his own village: 
where Roop-dassa, a police-officer, 
aud lis family, bave avowed their re- 
ception of the gospe'. 

A pleasing instance of the effect of 
the instruction of youth in their schools, 
occurs in a letter from Tarachund, to 
bwother Ward, dated Vansvariya, 29th 
June —*1 thank God that some of 
the schoo!-boys are so well acqainted 
with the Christian religion, that they 
overturn every word of the idolators 
who visit the school, and explain the 
word of the Lord almost as well as 
Christians themselves: which makes 
ne to believe their conversion to be 
near. They also discourse at home 
about religion, and read the Bible on 
Sabbath and other days. ‘Those that 
lear them, declare, that this is the true 
religion, and ought to be obeyed The 
zeal of this worthy brother has induced 
him to compose a number of Bengalee 
hymns, which are to be printed. “Atthe 


sauine time,” he adds, * [hope you will* 


pray to God, that, by his blessing, these 
hymns may be spread ail over Ben- 
val,and attract the hearts of the hear- 
ers toward our Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
Mr. De Bruyn app eurs to have 
been made useful, in a variety of in- 
stances, among he Mugs, at Chita- 
cong, and its vicinity. At his first 
. attempt to visit them, these uncivili- 
zed people ran up the mountains ; 
however, one of them returned, and 
after hearing that they had brought 
them books, and were desireus of ma- 
king known good news to them, the 
people took courage, and came round 
them; when the gospel was read, they 
acknowledged that they were in a bad 
Way, apd that the words were good: 
ihey accepted of fourteen books.” 
At Silbet, several persons are wait- 
a for baptism. By a letter from 
rethren Du Sylva and Bha; ovat, * We 
learn th: ut they had visited Hircumbu, 
a small independent state,) and had 
( scamaaeall with numbers of the inhab- 
tants respecting the gospel. ‘ The 
daughter of Rajah Govinda chundra, 
sav thev heard of our arrival, and 
wished to hear the word ; we weut, 
mdexplained the gospel doctrines to 


her, with which she seemed much 
pleased, and detained us six days, du- 
ring which time she read the word with 
us, and helped us various ways. At 
our departure, she expressed the high- 
est pleasure, and told us we were the 
servants of the true God, and invited 
us to come every month, and stay two 
or three days, that she might well un- 
derstand the Christian doctrine.” 

A pleasing work of grace has been 
soing on at Digah, and its neighbour- 
hood, principally among the British 
soldiers, though not confined to them. 
Ou this subject t, a correspondeut of 
the missionaries observes, as follows: 
“There is in the progress of religion 
in India, the same appearance as in 
Europe, a gradual descent of divine 
influence, like the gentle dew on the 
tender grass; a daily increasing num- 
her of people i in different parts of the 
country, In the civil ser vice, are evi- 
dently friends of the gospel ; in the ar- 
my this attachment is more generally 
decided, and though the work FOES 
on (comparatively) but slowly among 
the Heathen, this can be accounted 
for from the great resistance made by 
the civil and religious prejudices of 
this people.” 

Mr, Thompson is continuing, with 
all his former assiduity, to labour in 
the dissemination of the gospel, in the 
populous city of Patna. A_ pleasing 
instance of the attention excited by 
the scriptures, occurs in his journal: 

—* 'f'wo Pundits from the city wanted 
the Sungskrit Testament; not having 
it, | offered them the Pentateuch, but 
they said, * Not this book, but another, 
in which ‘the ‘re are Inany good things 
about Jesus Christ, aad good works 
of his, for we have seen and read the 
book at Pundit Shookrugee’s, in the 
city, at his recommendation; and 
when we wanted the book for ourselves, 
he refused, saying, he had obtained 
it with great difficulty, and told us to 
come to you.’”

Brother John herr has proceeded 
from frerukabad to Delili, the ancient 
capital of fadia. “Here,” says he, 
“the wordis heard wHh willingness 
and atteation, much to our encoura 
ment and astonishment, for we had 
ubioe that the word could not be 

reached in Dehli; but [ thank the 
pms that | now perceive the foily of 
regardiig what men say, and the wis- 
lom of hoping in him, who has prom- 
ised to lus Sen the heathen for his in- 
heritance, and the uttermost parts of 


the earth for lis possession.”

DOMESTIC MISSIONS. 
Continued from p- 606, 


Mr. Stetson Raymond, 1recommend- 
ed to the Commitiee by Rev. Dr Pat- 
ten, performed a mission of two months 
the last year, at Dartmouth and ihe 
vicinity. Beside bis labours in Dart- 
mouth, he visited Troy, Westport, 
Fairhaven, Tiverton, and Assonet (in 
Freetown.) The church in Dartmouth 
consists of about 20 members; and they 
are left without a shepherd, habie to 
become the sport of error, and the 
dupes of false religion. ‘This church 
have expressed a grateful sense of the 
javour done them by Lhe society mn 
continuing Lo * supply them with the 
preached gospel ;” and solicit its con- 
tinuance. In the villave of Westport 
Point our missionary found ten” per- 
SONS. who were members of the CHILLIN h

the river,” he preached an? made 
faiminy Visits, At Fairhaven he spent 
one Sebbath. In Dartmouth he pei 
fovined considerable service ; and, im 
reference to this pace, 
‘God has done ereal tuings for the 
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people in this village since I visited 
them the last year. [fe has put it in- 
to their hearts to support the Gospel 
nore than half of the time. They 
have employed the Rev. Mr. Crocker, 
who was ordained as an evangelist in 
\pril last. Twenty persons have been 
added to the church in this place since 
the firstof May. The prospect of Zi- 
onappears more favourable in Dart- 
xyuouth now, than I ever knew it be- 
jore.” Among his family visits in this 
vicinity, he meutions three to Indian 


families in the south part of Middle- 


borough ; and adds, “ ‘The Indians re- 
ecived my visits kindly, and treated 
me with respect.” On this second 
mission, he preached 34 sermons; 
made 146 family visits; attended five 
conference and prayer mectings and 
visited 4 schools, 

The Rev. John Sawyer has “ys 
formed a mission of two months, to 
which he was appointed the last year, 
ai Brownville and the vicinity. His 
Jabours were en ployed in Brow? ville, 
Sebec, No. 2, Williamsburg, and New- 
Charlestown. In the first of the: 
place s, where much of the term of ser- 
vice was spent, there were “ hopeful 
appearances, and an unusual atten- 
tion to religion in some individuals.” 
Tu addition to the usual labours ofa 
ynissionary, Mr, Sawyer particularly 
attended to the improvement and bet- 
ier reguiation of schools. In a letter 
to the Secretary, he observed : “ Con- 
sidering the state of thousands of chil- 
dren and youths in this Eastern sec- 
tion of our country, whose morals and 

education are much, very much, neg- 
lected, a society is forming, that, un- 
der the influence of collected wisdom, 
they may combine and direct all the 
means, energy, and activity, which 
can be brought. into operation, for the 
more reguiar and efficient instruction 
and improvement of the rising gene- 
ration. It is proposed, that the busi- 
ness of the society be conducted by a 
Board of 'Prustees—to obtain the best 
qualified, faithful, and pious instruc- 
tors, and to introduce the Scriptures, 
Catechism, and religious order into 
the schools. 


We expect a meeting of 
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the Society, in Sept. and hope the So- 
ciety for propagating the Gospel, as 
they have done much to encour: age 
schooling, will be ready to assist, as 
the Lord shall prosper them.” In his 
Journal he writes, that, having stated 
to the people at Sebec and No. 2, the 
prospect of the formation of such a a 
society, he “ engaged to pay the:n $50 
on con: ‘ition that the ‘vy would receive 
an Instructor from it, and continue the 
school six months ;” and that “ in both 
towus they accepted the proposals.” 
The Society was accordiagly formed 
in Sept. 1815, “and two schoo!-mas- 
ters examined and directed to those 
towns.” On the 4th December, he 
opened the “ Hancock Free School,” 
and implored the blessing of heaven 
upon the infant Institution. Our mis- 
sionary has visited us in person, and 
left a copy of the Constitution of this 
Free School with the Society. This 
Institution has been incorporated by 
an act of the Legislature. A large 
pumver of the society’s books and 
tracts were sent by Mr. Sawyer for 
the benefit of the mission, in the selec- 
tion of which particular regard was 
had to the children and youth, sojust- 
ly the objects of his zealous care and 
attention, At the close of his Journal 
he observes: “I anticipate much sat- 
isfaction in the prospect, that very 
great benefit will be the consequence, 
through the blessing of God, of what 
has been done. I have generally met 
with a more cordial reception, as a 
missionary, than I expected among 
the people in this vicinity, considering 
they are mostly of other denomina- 
tions. Not being unacquainted with 
your former attention to the aid of 
schools in this needy part of the coun- 
try, | am encouraged to hope for the 
future ; and believe there never was a 
more faveurable opportunity, or a 
more promising prospect of doing 
good by your liberality, than by aiding 
the exertions of the Education Society ; 
The representations of Mr. Sawyer 
were confirmed by an interesting com- 
munication made to the committee by 
Moses Greenleaf, Esq. which he 
submits to their consideration a plan 
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for the benefit of the rising and future 
enerations in the interior of the Dis- 
rict of Maine, by the establishment of 
permanent mission and school in 
hip of Williamsburgh. He 
informs the committee, that an Acad- 
ev was Incorporated in that township 
iN Februars Isi¢, by the name of the 
“« Hancock Free School ;” and that the 
rovision for its support is a fund 
$15,G00, to be paid out of the sales of 
the first 12.000 acres which shall be 
solid in the township; cut of which, 
however, some proviston is to be made 
for the support of a yegular and learn- 
ed minister of the g gospel, manor schools 
for small children, t, and a public libra- 
ry. ‘To divide the fund among tiese 
several objects would afford buta very 
incempetent share to either; but it 
was judged that by uniting the duties 
ofthe minister and the 
the scheol in one person, and occa- 
— employing the students as 
chers of the minor schools, all the 
presse for which the fund is raised, 
may be substantially obtained, with- 
eut injury to either. In expectation 
that missionary societies would unite 
in support of the plan, it has been de- 
termined by the ‘Trustees, that the 
minister who should be the instructor 
of the school, should be considered as 
a located missionary, and be at liberiv 
to preach a part of the time, on the 
Sabbath, in other destitute places in 
the vicinity, and that tuition should be 
afiorded to alt gratuitous/y. The Maine 
Missionary Society early patronized 
this institution, and appointed Rev. 
John Sawyer to the mission and school

REPORT IN PART. 


That the extreme sufferings, owing to 
the want of provisions, fuel, and clothing, 
bave at least equalled in /egree, and in res- 
pect to numbers have far exceeded, any 
thing of the kind that has ever before oc- 
curred in that city. And that a: the present 
period there is reason to believe, that fif- 
teen thousand, men. women, and children, 
equal to one-seventh of the whole popula- 
tion of the city, have been supported by 
public or private bounty and munificence ! 

In viewing this deplorable state of bu- 
man misery, the Committee are satisfied 
that the most prommment and alarming cause 
is the free and inordinate use of spari/uous 
liguors. ‘To this cause alone may fairly be 
attributed seven eighths of the misery and 
distress among the poor the present win- 
ter. 

In little shopssituated generally through- 
out the city, these liquors ere retailed, and 
every artifice is employed to entice the la- 
bourer and the poor man to squander in 
mtoxication those earnings with which his 
fainily sHould be supported. Hence these 
petty taverns exhibit perpetual seenes of 
riot and. disorder. Hence law-suits and 
criminal prosecutions. Hence, that day, 
which religion and the laws of our country 
have set apart for the worship of God, is 
openly profaned. +In houses of this de- 
scription, liquor is constantly sold on that 
day, in defiance ofthe law. Those enormi- 
yess so fatal to the health and morals, and 
requently to the life of the individuals wlro 
commit them, and so contrary to law, both 
human and divine, cannot but be disgrace- 
ful, and undoubtedly prove ruinous to the 
people among whom they are tolerated. 
This fatal vice enervates the mind, sours 
the disposition, inflames the passions, pro- 
duces insanity, renders the heart callous to 
the feelings of humanity, and leads to neg- 
lect of wife and children, who are often 
left to want the common necessaries of life; 
and in this country it furnishes death with 
more victims than all the other causes of 
premature mortality. 

‘The number of houses licenced for this 
purpose is computed to be eighteen hun- 
dred, Suppose that each of these reta'l to 
the amount.of two dollars and fifty cents a 
day, (which will evideatly appear to bea 
very moderate assumption,) the sales in 
this article will amount to 1,642,500 dollars 
per annum, worse than squandered in the 
course of the year. If this sum were laid 


ont in flour, it would atthe rate of ten 
dollars per barrel, purchase 164,250 barrels; 
@ quantity sufficient to supply the whole po- 
pulatioa of N. York with bread for the same 
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space of time. Ifthe sum of one dollar be 
added, (which yet must be deemed mode- 
rate,) the sum would then be sufficient to 
purchase 300,000 loads of wood; a quanti- 
ty sufiicient to supply the whole city and 
county for that period. ‘Thus i: would ap- 
pear that the money, which is idly thrown 
away in drams, would be sufficient to fur- 
nish, not only the poor, but the whole pop- 
lation of the city, both with bread and fuel 
throughout the year. 

An additional lamentable circumstance, 
which cannet be too forcibly impressed on 
the mind of every member of the communi- 
ty is, that the children of the poor are em- 
ployed and constantly sent by their pa- 
rentsto these tippling houses for the pur- 
pose of procuring liquor. Thus the rising 
generation of the poor are initiated into 
the principles and the practice of imworal- 
ity; they become habituated to profane 
cursing and swearing, and every species of 
vice is thus rengered familiar to their minds. 
A melancholy prospect is thus presented of 
what must be expected from the rising geu- 
eration when they arrive at the years of 
aaturity, contaminated and polluted as they 
must be in their progress to manhood, by 
every kind of profligacy, which can render 
them nat only useless, but pernicious mem- 
bers of society.
